They then use this dough for remov- 
ing oil and chips that naturally ad- 
here in course of manufacture 
to

watch. 
There are many parts of a 


watch, by the way, that are so small 
as to be barely visible to the naked 
eye. 
The oil Is absorbed by thli 


dough and the chips stick to it ,ano 
there is no other known substanc* 
which can be used as a wiper without 
leaving some of its particles attached 
to the thing wiped.

for the continued use of bread dough 
in the watch making industry."—
